and it was allied with the Czarist Government and as­ 
sisted in the exploitation of the masses. 
“It would have been entirely different, these people 
are suggesting, if religion in Russia had been like the re­ 
ligion which they propose— philosophical, humanistic and 
essentially social in its emphasis. What the church in this 
country ought to do now, therefore, they say, is to C O­ 
OPERATE WITH THE COMMUNISTS AGAINST 
WAR AND FASCISM and other evils that are abroad 
in the world. 
“Not for one moment would I suggest that these 
speakers and writers are dishonest, but I am positively 
convinced that they are ENTIRELY MIST AKEN in their 
judgment of Communism, whether in Russia or in this 
nation. 
“I talked in Russia with representatives of the Soviet 
Government, with newspaper men, and well-known 
writers, and the UNANIMOUS DECLARATION of all 
these Russians is that COMMUNISM STANDS UN­ 
ALTERABLY OPPOSED TO RELIGION IN ANY 
FORM.”
